MOST Americans who visit Egypt 
these days only take in the great 
Pyramids, the Sphinx, Memphis, 
Luxor, the Mohammed All Mos- 
que, and the Nile Hilton coffee 
shop. No one visits the military 
cemeteries and very few visit the 
Bar-Ley line. Most tourists are 
content with the Egyptian 
Museum near the Hilton and its 
treasure-house of keys to 
civilizations of the past. ᾿ 

The Hgyptians, themselves, 
however, are satisfied with a 
family visit to a small museum 
that very much reflects their 
hopes for the future. It's a 
military museum hidden away 
only a few metres from the 
Mohammed Ali Moaque. One step 
inside reveals why the name Bar- 
Lev will outlive those of Ben- 
Gurion, Rabin or Dayan in the 
history books of Egyptian 
schoolchildren. - 

‘There are no less than four 
dioramas of the Bar-Lev line ex-

'THE WORK at Beit David has 
become even more important 
than it wag last year," says 
Avraham Yekel, Director of the 
1.C.C.¥., which is responsible for 
the Arab community centres in 
East Jerusalem. "1 would say that 
the experiment has become of 
tremendous significance in the 
light of what has happened in the 
last year. It {8 more and more the 
problem of whether Jews and 
Arabs can live together, in one οἱ- 
ty, as joint citizens of that city, 
and work together to solve thelr 
social and educational problemas. 

"On the one hand, the Arabs of 
Bast Jerusalem are demanding 
more and more services as their 
due because of the unification of 
the elty. They say that they pay 
taxes, they carry Identity cards 
{issued by the State of Israel, they 
are told that the clty has been 
reunited forever — why shouldn't 
they get exactly what the Jewa 
get, Their argument [5 that, if the 
Jews want Arabs to lve with 
them, It is up to the Jews to satisfy. 
their expectations. And they are 
no longer satisfied as easily as 
they were: they say that the near- 
by Pomerantz Centre in the 
Jewish Sanhedria area has such 
and such facilities, so haa the 
¥.M.H.A. near Katamon — why 
shouldn't they have exactly the 
same? 

“They are not satiafled with the 
answer that the Jews have over 
two decades and more of ex- 
perience of working with youth to 
build on, while the Arabs started 
with nothing — there are no 
movements or institutions similar 
to the 1.C.C,Y. or community cen- 
tres in any of the Arab countries, 
So we have.to start from soratch, 
adapting our Jewish services to 
Arab needs, improvising and 
changing. For exampte, it goés 
without saying that we respect 
Arab traditions and customa. 
Now, one of the effects of this is 
that we.can't put men and women 
together when we have music, 
dance and similar courses. So wa 
have to run two courses instead of 
one, which means that we must 


have double the number of, 


teachers, music rooms, and go on. 
“We teach Arab.music and the 
Arab dance, Getting teachers ian't 
easy — we have to bring them. 
from Bethlehem and Ramalieh. 
. This raises questions of transport,

FINANCIAL support for Belt 
David comes trom a variety of 
sources — the Jerusalem 
Municipality, the Jerusalem 
Foundatlon, the Ministry of 
Education and Culture, the Israel 
Corporation of Community Cen- 
tres, and from the I.C.C.Y., which 
is supported by Ambassador 
College in the U.S.A. and the 
Friends of Kiryat Yearim 
Children’s Village in Switzerland, 
Among its leading supporters are 
Minister of Tourlam Moshe Kol, 
Chairman of the 1.C.C.Y., and 
Mayor Teddy Kollek. But despite 
these strong backers, Yekel has 
substantial opposition and dif- 


ficulties to overcome. It ia no . 


wonder that he looks more than a 
little tired — apart from work 
among the Jerusalem Arabs, 
L.C.C.Y. has a far greater, and 
rapidly expanding range of ac- 
tivities among Jewish and Arab 
youths all over Israel from the far 
north to the remote south. 

The total annual operating 
budget of Belt David is T1.600,000, 
and it is astonishing how much 
can be done with this money. 
Since I was there last year, the 
new wing has been bullt; this has 
enabled the institution to atop us- 
ing the nearby girls' school for 
girls' programmes, Activities, 
formerly confined to afternoons. 
and occasional evenings, ‘now 
start In the early morning and end 
around eight p.m., and are often 
supplemented by major events at 
night. 

Members’ of Beit David are 
divided into five groups — adult 
males, young male adults (15 to 
18), women, girla and children, 
The activities for adult men In- 
clude leagons in Arabic for the !I- 
literate and the literate, courses 
in. Hebrew and = English 
at several levels, drama, 
classical music, Arab music, 
Arab danoe, guitar, ohesa and 
sport. All these activities are 
duplicated for the young adults, 
who also have apectal lessons in 
English and: mathematics to 
help them with thelr matricula- 
tion exams, and a wider variety of 
sports. Women learn sewing, 
home economics, handicrafts, 
hairdressing, Arabic, Girls have 
vary similar programmes te the 
boys. Little children between the 
ages of two and five are looked 
after in a creche while their 
mothers are attending courses. 

Lectures, ‘quizzes, ‘films, 
theatre and dance performances, 
exhibitions and other’ major ac- 
tivities keep the Centre humming 
many nights a month, Beit'David . 
is reaching out to the community 
and is now adding to its staff’ a 
Community worker, 6 6ὃΘὃϑὃς:.

greater emphasis on the sugar of 
pleasure and lesa on the pill of 
education, have no inhibitions 
about being photographed; they 
prance around like Tarzan or like 
Israelis trying to get In front of the 
lens of a television camera, 


FARID ABU-GHOSH, the Director 
of Beit David, is an IaraeH Arab 
from the village of Abu Ghosh, a 
qualified soclal welfare worker 
from the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem. He is the only Israeli 
Arab on the staff — all the others 
come from Hast Jerusalem. Mr. 
Yekel tella me that the second 
Arab centre started by the 
LC.C.Y., in Shu'afat, is staffed en- 
tirely by Arabs from the 
neighbourhood. 

“They had had general training 
in the Arab countrics, which we 


supplemented by in-service train- ἡ 


ing and a special elght-month 
course for youth leaders which we 
have just completed,” he says. 

Farid asks me with a typical 
belligerence whether I want to 
hear only the good things, or 
whether I am alao interested in his 
problems. When I anawer that, by 
all means, we should discuss the 
problema, or anything else he 
likes, he says that we should begin 
with the problems and go on to the 
successes. 

“Our main problem fs how to 
deal with the intelligentsia and 
nationallats of East Jerusalem, 


_They claim that Beit David was 


built only for propaganda pur- 
poses and to further Israel's 
political aims. I and my staff 
members are accused of either 
being deliberate collaborators, or 
of being so atupid that we are used 
as tools by the Jews and don't un- 
deratand what is happening to ua. 
‘T'm sure they're wrong. 1 
know the aims of the I.C.C.Y., and 
T know that the people working on 
this project are not thinking of 
propaganda or politics. All they 
are interested In la providing 
educational and social and 
cultural services to poor people 
who haven't got these things, and 
need them very, very badly.” 


The attractive director of the 


womon's services, who returned: 


recently from studles abroad, in- 
terjecta: 
‘'Many of my friends have the 


‘same ideas. Frankly, I spent two 


months watching the I.C.C,Y, in 
action before I agreed to take this 
job, so as to satisty myself that 
Belt David is not juat'a propagan- 
da front. Now I tell these people: 
come and see Beit David for 
yourselves." 

Farid goes on: 

."Most of the people we are ser- 
ving and want to serve are not well 
educated, If the better-educated 
nationalists tell them they are be- 
ing exploited, they tend to belleve 
it. The whole idea of a community 


. centre and of work such ap the 


1.C.C.Y. does is completely new to 
the Arabs, arid this makes the job 
of the propagandists easier," 
Nevertheless, Yekel points out, 
Belt David has 2,000 members out 
of a total Arab population in 
Jerusalem of 60,000. This isa very 
high proportion, considering all 
the clroumstances. I add that I 
have noticed that.Arabs from the 


West Bank and the Gaza Strip. ag. 


well as Waast Jerusalem, went on 
working for Jews despite ali ef- 
forts, including the throwing of 
grenades at buses and labour ex- 
changes, to deter them. Yet they 
obviously do not consider that do- 
ing such work involves a political 


comimitment to the Jews or‘the . 


Jewish state: they are working 


ὦν hecauge it suite them to earn good 
wages, but they reserve their .. 
political, emotional: and spiritual, _ 
feelings. ‘Ia not the same thing | 


happening at Beit David? 

Farid says that this is correct: 
people come because they want 
the services, they know what is 
good for them and their familics, 
they sec that they get something 
that they never had before. 

"In fact,'' he adds, ''most of the 
erltics are comparatively well-off. 
I ask them what they have ever 
done for the poor Arabs, and what 
they're prepared to do. They want 
to close down Beit David — what 
are they prepared to put In its 
place? And they haven't got an 
answer,'' 


THE BUILDING in which Beit 
David is housed is in Sheikh 
Jarrah, and is surrounded by 
some very fine homes. It does not 
serve as a local neighbourhood 
community centre, but as one for 
all Haat Jerusalem, and moat of 
the members belong to the poor 
and the lower-middle class. Con- 
aiderable opposition has been 
volced, both verbally and in the 
Arab press, hy neighbours, on the 
grounds the children make too 
much noise and that undesirable 
non-residents of the area are at- 
tracted to enter It. I mention that 


- the same thing happens among 


the Jews whenever an inatitution 
for wayward girls or backward 
youth or other disadvantaged peo- 
ple is planned: Everyone ap- 
proves heartily of the principle, 
but wants the building erected In 
somebody else's back yard. 

“T think that in some ways 
we've got over this opposition,” 
says Farid drily. "Αἱ least the 
neighbours are sending their 
children to our summer course.” 

Mr. Yekel wonders whether 
Farid's problems would not be 
eased If Beit David were made in- 
dependent, and was not run by 
1.0.0.¥. 

“Oh, no, none of that,"' says 
Farid quickly. ‘We couldn't deat 
efficiently with all the bodies that 
support us, and attend to the 
money, and so on. And we atill 
_need your professional help.'' 

With his qualifications, I point 
out, Farid could obviously get an 
appointment as a social worker 
anywhere in Israel, and could 
work among Arabs and Jews. 
Why does he carry on with so 


. demanding a job? 


Eis eye lights up like that of a 
Zionist orator desoribing a kib- 
butz 80 years ago. 

“I feel that here I'm really ser- 
ving my people — — and very, 
very needy people. I like social 
work, particularly community 
work — and this 1s where It [8 most 
‘needed, where it is desperatedly 
needed. I feel that I've got 
something to give. Admittedly, 
it’s like walking:on a tight-rope, 
but ao far I've managed to keep 
my balance. Ag long as I am sure 
that I can oarry out my work 
properly I'll continue.” 

The women's director nods in 
confirmation, 

“These are the people who need 


’ the service. In fact, I tell all my 


friends that Instead of criticizing 
‘Belt David, they should get 
similar centres started 
throughout the Arab world. it 
gives one immense satisfaction to 
be of service to those whose needs 
are so great.” 
Avraham Yekel seems to have 
cheered up considerably. 
“It's good to hear them talk ike 
. that,” he says. "It encourages me, 
When T consider that Belt David is 


- only five years old, and see how 


much has been done despite all 
the difficulties, ὃ am confirmed in 
my conviction that Jews and 
_ Arabs can work together and can 
. live ‘together providing that the

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SINCE I LIVE IN Tel Aviv, I fre- 
quently get phone calls from out- 
of-town friends, or simply in- 
terested readers, to say that they 
will be In the Big City for a day of 
shopping and would like to ba 
directed to such-and-such a type 
of store. 

One of the most frequent re- 
quests is for ‘'a fashion shop that 
specializes in large sizes."’ For 
some reason or othor, most smart 
dress shops in Isracl — those that 
call themselves ‘'boutiquea"’ — 
disdain any size larger than 42.

A POWERFUL MYTH of the 
“protherhood'* movements, one 
that was and still is disseminated 
mainly by Jewish Brotherists, is 
that if people only get to know 
each other better, they will un- 
derstand each other and then, by 
the very nature of things, live in 
brotherhood, if not in actual love, 
with each other. 

By today we should know that 
knowledge — familiarity —does 
not necessarily lead to 
brotherliness, let alone love; the 
contrary is often true. In fact, we 
should long have known — ever 
aince Cain and Abel — that 
brothership itself does not 
necessarily mean brotherlinesa 
let alone love. — 

But there are stil} many Jews 
who view the Arab-Jewlsh 
problem in terms of Brotherism. 
Once, this view characterized the 
Jews returning home to Eretz 
Yisrael before and during the ear- 
ly years of the Zionist movement.

JOAN MIRO, one of the great 
figures in the art of this century, is 
virtually unknown in Jerusalem. 
The first show in the Capital 
devoted to his works, though 
modest In alze and consisting 
almost entirely of graphics, is 
currently to be seen at the Wien 
Gallery in Yemin Moshe, which 
has opened its doors to the pubiic 
for the first time (this prestigious 
and beautiful gatiery has, unttii 
now, admitted visitors only by ap- 
pointment). 

Miro, 82 and still going strong, 
hag always been first and 
foremoat a painter, though in the 
last three decades the incredibly 
prolific Catalan has produced 
thousands of ceramic and graphic 
works, from murals and exterior 
walls to painted pottery, as well as 
many lithographs, etchings and 
aquatinta, and more recently, 
painted constructions. On show at 
the Wien are a number of mixed 
media graphics that combine all 
the printing techniques and which 
heve been handled almost as pain- 
tings, 

Though all of Miro's works 
possess the individual quality that 
makes for instant, unmistakable 
recognition, their development 
has not taken place without being 
influenced ‘by cther modern 
masters, notably Paul Klee. As 
with Klee, man and nature are 
central to Miro's main body of 
-work, whose fconography is made 
up of symbols of fecundity and the 
cosmos, male and female, fauna 
and flora. Like Klee, Miro gives 
each symbol a significance as a 
designed object that also 
possesses the poetry of. being 
satisfying or entertaining as an 
abatract form. Like Klee, he often 
works in line over an amorphous

ARIE AZENE'S current show of 
monochrome and torn canvasesat 
the Jerusalem Artists House, ἃ 
rerun of his recent Tel Aviy show, 
is something of a disappointment, 
following as it does the presenta- 
tion of half-a-dozen much superior 
works by him in εἰ group show at 
the same venue only a few weeks 
ago.

015 SHOWS such as this’ my 
neighbour whispered In my car 
during the performance, “which 
give experimental theatre a bad 
name." 
“Leviathan,” an experimental 
luction of the Ferscn Studic of 
Rome, now being performed here 
under the auspices of the Israel 
Festival, is a show dealing with a 
“jarge'’ subject, in fact, the 
largest subject in existence — the 
destiny of mankind. [am sorry to 
suggest that ‘‘Leviathan"’ adds no- 
thing to our understanding of the 
matter; I also think that it does 
not succeed as entertainment. Ex- 
cept for some rare moments, It is 
arather dull affair — the original 
interest generated by the unusual 
beginning, especially the novel 
use of the human voice, soon 
. wears off. 

Fortunately, it is short, lasting 
only one hour, with no intermis- 
sion — which, by the way, raises 
the question whether the Festival 
management is fair in charging a 
standard price for about half a 
standard evening at the theatre. 

“Leviathan” is a production of 
a theatre-studio which, according 
to the story In the programme, 
devotes itself to new acting 
techniques, to creating ‘'a new 
kind of actor for a new kind of 
theatre.”’ The ten attractive very 
young men and women taking 
part are well trained in the use of 
their bodies and voices, and act 
with a total dedication which is ad- 
mirable; but I was hard put to see 
In them “ἃ new kind of actor." As 


‘ 


for “a new kind of theatre," if 
“Leviathan” is a fair sample of It, 
I'd rather stick to the old one. 


THE SHOW begins with the ten 


performors, dressed in the kind ὃ 


ragtag gear dancers wear at 
rehearsals, coming on to a stage 
strewn with assorted lumber, and 
taking their places flat on the 
floor, where they soon start 
breathing heavily. The breathing 
develops into inarticulate sounds 
which fall into a rhythmical 


pattern. The author evidently’ 


accepts the mediaeval belief that 


the first humans spoke the ἢ 


language in which the Bible is 
written, for the performers begin 
to formulate words in Hebrew,. 
We are in Paradise, humanity 
is having its brief spell of in- 
nocence and tranquillity before 


trouble appears. It soon does, as § 


two men square off, each holding 
a stick, their faces distorted with 
hate — Cain and Abel in mortal 
battle. And from there on it is 
trouble all the way, constant en- 
mity and strife, 

Now they express themaelves 
in a variety of languages — 
Greek, German, Latin, English, 
something that sounds like 
mediaeval French. We sce the en- 
tlre cast grouped on a Jadder, all 
shouting In different languages 
into telephone receivers whose 
wires have been cut, leaving the 
loose ends dangling uselessly. 


NOW, the trouble with inter- 
preting the Bible in the theatre is

that the biblica] stories defy inter- 
pretation, because they don’t need 
any. They are so clear and almple 
and explicit, so complete in 
themselves, that interpretation, 
unless it comes from an excep- 
tionally rich source — the 
Aggadah is such — can only 
cheapen them. 1 have seen it 
happen again and again on the 
atage. τὰ 

The show reaches a climax with 
the creation of the Leviathan, the 


mythical beast which is so violent 
and voracious that it devours 
ltseif, the embodiment of all the 
violence perpetrated and suffered 
by man. Composed of the bodies of 
the actors, its head made of crude 
wooden planks, the beast drags 
itself around the stage, groans 
and shouts, Jonah somewhere. in 
its belly, until it disintegrates. 
Eventually, humanity is back 


- where it wag, flat on the ground in 
‘Paradise, breathing heavily. Is it 


Paradise now, or is the same 
dreary cycle beginning again? 

The chief drawback of 
“‘Leviathan’’ Is its preten- 
tiousness, as large as the beast 
from which the show takes its 
name. Had Alessandro Fersen, 
the head of the studio, who alao 
wrote and directed the show, 
limited himself to a demonstra- 
tion of the acting technique of his 
pupils — and there are some in- 
teresting accomplishments, the 
blending of sound and movement, 
the musical use of inarticulate 
sounds, the rhythmic patters 
created by the sticks — he would 
have provided an interesting 
evening, especially for those In 
the theatre, professionals eager to 
see what others do. But he has 
grafted on those exercises In ac- 
ting technique a whole 
ramshackle edifice, purporting to 
be no legs than an interpretaion of 
human destiny, so shallow that it 
spoils what could have been en- 
jJoyable. τ 

Characteriatically, the show Is 
utterly humourless, except when 
the humour 18 unintentional, as in 
that scene with the telephones, 
which elicited giggles from ‘the 
audience. The boys and girls of 
the cast go about thelr labours 
with such deadly serlousness that 
some of the spontaneity of youth 18 
lost. . 

Ia It fair of the management of 
the Israel Festiva! to offer this 
sort of thing to the general public, 
instead of to a limited audience of 
professionals and others with 
special interests in the theatre, as 
they did with performances of the 
works of contemporary Israeli 
composers? There !s, of course, 
the question of economica — the 
cost of importing a troupe from 
abroad has to be covered, at least 
in part — but then the cholce 
ought to be more judicious.

Levine, the Pennsyivania texiile 
man, he has 800 racing horses. 
These people are shars-holders in 
this company, and they. can com- 
pare what Governments offer.''

“Look at Danny Wolman. He 


shot ‘My Michael,’ o beautiful 
film, and it's sitting on the shelf 
for over a year now because he 
can't find a mavie-house to take it. 
A film can lose 85 per cent Interest 
in one year by sitting on the 
boards like that. You expect an 
laraeli Investor to take a chance 
like that? 

“Again, the Government talks 
about helping local producers. But 
look at other countries. They nor- 
mally have a quota of some sort 
which forces cinema owners, it 
they want a raise in prices or 
something like that, to show a cer- 
tain amount -of local filma for a 
certain period of time.
